July, to pay all such old debts, 
Mr. G reens walt said state relief of­ 
ficials. told him. and this bill auto­ 
m atically would have been paid 
then lf it had appeared aa a debt 
in state records.

Q.:

District Has Been 'Ceramic’ 


World Since 1840 When 


Bennett Drew Kiln

T 
HE evolution of pottery-making 
in the E ast Liverpool district 
is the American ceramic industry. 
In the last IOO years all types of 
clay products, from bricks to ex­ 
quisite 
bone 
china, 
have 
been 
made here. 
In the spring of 1840 when Jam es 
Bennett 
drew 
his first kiln 
of 
ware, the dishes were known as 
Rockingham. 
Bennett 
dug 
his 
clays from the hills behind the 
town and ground them in small 
coffee mill loaned to him by a 
neighbor. 
While his first ware was crude, 
the pioneer potter improved in his 
workmanship. 
In 1846, shortly af­ 
ter he had inovod his pottery to 
Pittsburgh, lie entered ware in an 
exhibit at the Franklin Institute 
and the Judges pronounced it su­ 
perior to the English ware on dis­ 
play. 
A "tortoise shell" pitcher, 
eight-sided 
with a human 
head 
molded in relief under the mouth, 
was awarded a silver medal. 
New Era Came In 1861 
For a number of years yellow 
ware, Rockingham, saga and Cane 
colored 
ware 
and 
Queensware 
were produced iii the local potter- 
iea. 
On March 26. 1861. few real­ 
ised that a new era in the poliery 
industry was beginning when Wil­ 
liam Bloor drew his first kiln of 
white ware. 
It was Iron alone 
chins and three times as thick as 
our present earthenware. 
The creator of white ware in 
Blast Liverpool would have revolu­ 
tionised tho industry within a few 
years had not the financial paidc 
accompanying 
the 
C iv il 
war 
brought a halt to hts actlvites. I ne 
plant was fully equipped to make 
genuine vitrified china for steam ­ 
boats. hotels and restaurant ser­ 
vice. 
One startling Inovatlou was 
a medium thick dinnerware ser­ 
vice. This alone was a truinpii for 
the pottery industry and William 
Bloor. 
Peculiar Items Mad* 
Immediately after the Civil war 
many peculiar items were made. 
Novelties of all kinds, door knobs, 
pottery tiling, crocks, fruit jars. 
pitchers, teapots, all manner of 
hollow ware and even clay wash­ 
boards were manufactured. 
The 
potteries 
persistently 
ignored 
white ware until the demand for 
It became so they were forced into 
following the example of William 
Bloor, nearly a decade after this 
potter bad produced his first white 
ware. 
The prem ier pottery Iii E a s t Liv­ 
erpool to make translucent bone 
china was the Burgess & Cunning 
Pottery Co. on W est Eighth st. 
About 1886, Mr. and Mrs. WUiis E. 
Cunning went to England to pur­ 
chase molds and equipment for the 
making of bone china and 
hire 
experienced 
English potters who 
knew bow to handle the fragile 
china body. 
Long Experiments Mads 
Mr. Cunning and his father-in- 
law, William Burgess, had worked 
out their formula after long aud 
careful 
experiments. 
The 
men. 
molds and machinery arrived and 
the 
manufacturing 
of 
the 
first 
bone china in East .Liverpool was 
under way. 
The pottery produced 
delicate, beautiful ware, but be­ 
fore long 
the odor 
of 
burning 
bones, necessary to procure that 
im portant 
Ingredient 
known 
as 
bone ash. began to permeate the 
homes In the neighborhood of the 
pottery. 
The odor was nauseating to say 
the least and though every precau­ 
tion 
was 
taken 
to remove the 
stench it was impossible to control 
It entirely. 
Protests from 
resi­ 
dents near the Burgess & Cunning 
pottery flooded the council cham­ 
bers and 
finally 
the 
legislators 
were compelled to denounce the 
burning of bones as a public nuis­ 
ance and to order a bait, 
Decalcomania Comes Into Use 
For years the pottery Industry 
confined its efforts to white ware 
and 
hand • painted 
decorations 
However, the use of decalcomania 
gradually filtered into the indus­ 
try. 
At first it met strong oppo­ 
sition. 
In December, 1802. W. E. 
Wells, chairman of the art and de 
sign 
committee 
of

States potters association, told the 
annual convention: 
"The industry is shelving art. 
The potter buys his

Despite the early objections de­ 
cal became an important factor in 
the iiiaiiuluctui mg of dishes and 
continued to gain popularity until 
the first World war.

The causes of fatigue are.

Feb. I—Efforts to 
curb the powers of the United 
Mine Workers’ international execu­ 
tive officers found little support 
today at the organisation’s conven­ 
tion. 
Numerous resolutions, proposing 
constitutional a m e n d m e n t s to 
broaden district privileges of self­ 
government, were voted down on 
recommendation of the constitu­ 
tion committee. 
Many came from proponents of 
autonomy, who were Informed last 
week by John L. Lewis. U.M.W. 
president, that in the international 
executive board will give certain 
districts permission to elect their 
own officers when they are found 
capable of governing themselves. 
Reject Relief Fund Plan 
The convention also rejected to­ 
day proposed establishment of spe­ 
cial relief funds for miners de­ 
prived of employment in a suspen­ 
sion of work during negotiations. 
Most of the autonomy resolu­ 
tions declared 
the concentration 
of appointive power in the execu­ 
tive board is “not in harmony with 
trade union democracy," and asked 
that the districts be allowed to 
elect their officers. 
A resolution from the Hardbur- 
ly, Ky., local, which the conven­ 
tion disapproved, said discredited 
officials rejected by the member­ 
ship “are being taken from one 
district and sent to another through 
appointive power.” 
'Not Popular Choice* 
The Hueysville, Ky., local com­ 
plained that too often the field rep­ 
resentatives selected by the execu­ 
tive officers are not the popular 
choice of the rank and file. 
Another resolution, complaining 
about

convention delegates, said “we feel 
men working in the m in es’ know 
their needs better. 
The only amendment passed pro­ 
vided the 1942 convention should 
be held in Octobei because of more 
favorable weather. 
‘Throw Him Out!* 
W. H. Houser of Paris, Ark., ac­ 
cused Lewis of violating the con­ 
stitution by serving as the officer 
of another organization. Boos and 
shouts of "throw him out" were 
directed at Houser. 
Van A. Bittner of Charleston, W. 
Va., secretary of the constitution 
committee, said there was “no dis­

ests while heading the CIO and 
labor's Non-Partisan league.
